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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants have not pointed out basis in the specification for the new limitation of claim 5, in particular the 
limtation to residues 1-806. Further, numbering is not inherent to a protein, such that the claim would be indefinite. The amendment would 
also require further search and consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Ample motivation to combine the references was 
presented in both the first and final actions. The decision in KSR does not affect the grounds of rejection.. 

Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants have not addressed the objection to lack of compliance with the sequence rules. 
Applicants request that the double patenting rejection be held in abeyance is noted. However, allowability will not be indicated until the 
issue is resolved, as the rejection is over an issued patent, and traversal will not be considered timely at the time that the claims are 
deemed otherwise allowable.. 
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
